It 
was felt on all sides that the time wae 
still far distant when the Dominion 
and Great Britain could be on terms’ 
of absolute free trade with one an- 
other. Canada coud not -afford to 
dispense with its manufacturing and 
industrial system, which had been 
built up with so much pains and ef- 
fort, and in the general prosperity of 


-our country. In as much as the coste 


of manufacture, owing to low wages,| | 


are very much less in Great Britain 
than bcos | are in Canada, it, was felt 
to be unfair to ask the Canadian man- 


ufacturer to stand in competition, on |’ 


even terms, with the British producer 
whose business could be catried on at 
a very much lower cost. The  safe- 
guarding of home industries therefore, 
and the creation of what coud proper- 
ly be called a national system was 
recognized as the cardinal principle 
of Canadian trade policy, 

If this policy is not sound, then the 
sooner it is done away with the better. 
The reciprocity compact woud  cer- 
tainly have this effect, and if the pre- 
‘ferential system under which we have 
mow. been trading for thirteen years 
has been a national error, reciprocity 
may be welcomed as a first step . in 
anot.er direction. But if on the 
other hand, the Preferential System 
rest upon a sound, national, and im- 
perial basis, then, the Reciprocity 
Compact can only be regarded as a 
dangerous interference with one of the 
main supports of our present imperia: 
system. 

There can be but little doubt: as to 
the facts of the question. In the first 
place, the reciprocity compact admits 
practically the whole range of natural 
products of auty, both from the Uni- 
ted States and Great Britain, into 
the Canadian market. Until now a 
duty had to be paid on imports of this 
eass from Great Britain;«but a still 
higher duty was paid on imports com- 
ing from the United States. Hence 


although the British exporter can now |’ 


send his goods. of this class free’ of 
duty, he no longer finds himself in a 
| favored position as compared with his 
American rival. It is an open business 
question whether it is not better to be 
compelled to pay a duty and have 
one’s rival pay a sti‘l higher one, then 
to find oneself placed on a footing of 
absolute equality. It*is true that the 
bulk of natural products imported in- 
to Canada come from the United Sta- 
tes but it is an error to suppose that 
there is no such import to our market 
from Great Britain. The statistics 
given by the Canadian government 
show an import of natural products 
from the United States included under 
the first schedule of the reciprocity 
compact for the year 1910 of the value 
of $32, 913,823. But the imports of 
this class from the United Kingdom 
for the same year amounted to $6,394- 
638 


Moreover there is another part of 
the Reciprocity Compact which lowers 
“duties ‘in’ fdvor of the United- States 
and the twelve favored nations with- 
out entirely removing them. . 

In this case the British duty stays 
exact:y where it is, or if the proposed 
reciprocal rate is lower, it is bought 
down to that level. In these cases 
therefore the preferential advantage 
is either cons‘derably lessened or even 
disappears altogether.

“The world was made for excep- 
tional people,” says a brilliant con- 
temporary writer.

Royalty Travels by Train. 


The coronation ceremonies huve cast 
enormous respansibilitivs on. fhe sett. 
Way companies, and et ially on the 
Main lines in the south, running di- 
rect into London. For a considerable 
time now aeacceiy a day haa passed 
without one or other of the railways 
being entrusted with the carriage of 
tome illustrious visitor and his*reti- 
nue, whose personal safety is an im- 
portant question. 
In the working of royal trains safe- 
ty is naturally the first consideration, 
and the most elaborate precautions 
dealing in detail with every phase of 
railway working are issued to all hav- 
ing any connection with the working 
of the train, and these ara supposed 
to be kept strictly private. Primary 
importante is attached to signalling, 
ane whenever a royal train is ‘being 
worked all signal-boxes on the route, 
and all intermediate block-posts, 
which, in the ordinary course, would 
be closed, are open 
necessary the signalsomre,, ighted a 
considerable time before the “pilot* 
in due, and remain 80 until the royal 
train has passed. : : 
All goods trains are cleared of the 
main lines at least half an hour be- 
fore the royal train is due to pass, 
and all shunting operations on sidings 
and contiguous lines are suspended. 
Drivers of trains standing in sidings 
or adjoining lines are Rint? instruct- 
ed to prevent their engines from emit- 
ting smoké; steam is not to be blown 
off, and whistling is prohibited. 
Station-masters are charged with 
the piacing of reliablu men at facing 
peints over which the trajn will run, 
thirty minutes .before its timed ar- 
rival, and they remain at the spot 
until it has passed. The facing points 
are carefully examined, securely clip- 
£5 and padlocked soon after the pilot 
as passed, and signal-boxes are visit- 
ed to ascertain that the signalmen are 
fully acquainted with the special in- 
structions, The greatest vigilance is 
observed at, and adjacent to, all sta- 
tions through which the royal train 
asses. Approach road gates and gatea 
eading to goods yards and sidings are 
closed and locked before the “royal” 
ifs due, and the station-master hol is 
jane keys until the train has traveled 
@ good distance from the station. 
aturally, eat discrimination is 
exercised hh the selection of the driv- 
ers of “royals.”” Men of undoubted 
igteadiness and experience, and with 
a perfect knowledge of the route, are 
alone selected. 


Russia’s National Anthem, 

Tht Russian national anthem is the 
only national hymn which was adopt- 
ed as such in open competition. Until 
the time of the Emperor Nicholas I. 
the English ‘‘God Save the King” had 
served Russia, but. Nicholas determin- 
ed to institute a geriuine and native 
Russian anthem. He announced a 
competition, open to all musicians, 

r an original national hymn. A 
musical committce reduced the thou- 
sands of entries to two, and between 
these, the works of Glinka and Lvoff, 
the czar himself decided. The highly 
inartial character, with the drums and 
trumpets, of Lvoff’s composition won 
the imperial verdict, and it was de- 
creed as henceforth the’ Russian na- 
tional anthem. :

AN OLD TIME EXPLOSION. 


ite Curious Phases Told by a Seven- 
teenth Century Soribe. 

An old chronicier tells a curious sto- 
ry of an explosion which occurred in 
London Jan. 4, 1049. A ship chandler, 
it seems, “about 7 of the clock at 
night, being busy in his shop about 
barreling up of guopowder, It took fire 
and in the twinkling of an eye blew 
up pot only that, but all the bouses 
thereabout to the number of fifty or 
sixty. The number of persons destroy- 
ed by this blow could never be known, 
for the next house bnt one was the 
Rose tavern, a house never (at that 
time of night) but full of company. 
And in three or four days, after dig- 
ging, they continaally found henda, 
armas, legs, etc.” The most interesting 
part of the account comes further 6n: 

“In the digging they found the mia 
tress of the house of the Rose tavern 
sitting in her bar and one of the draw- 
ers standing by the bar’s side, with a 
pot ip bis hand, only stified by dust 
and smoke, their bodies being preserv- 
ed whole by menns of great timbers 
falling across one upon another. , 

“There was also found upon the ap- 
per jeads of Barking church a young 
ehild lying ‘1n a cradle as newly taid in 
bed, nelther child nor cradle having 
the least sign of fire or other burt. It 
was never known whose child it Was, 
so that one of the parish kept it. fora 
memorial, for in the year 1666 I saw 
the child, grown to be then a proper 
maiden.” ' 


The Green Plover. — . 

Every “man on the land” knows the 
lapwing, or green plover, though he 
may not know that this bird is one of 
the very best friends of the farmer 
and literally worth its weight in gold 
several times. It takes its proper 
name, lapwing, from the regular, slow 
flapping of the long,’ rounded wings. 
Because of its peculiar cry it is popu- 
larly known ip England as the peewit 
and in Scotland as peesweep. The 
Germans call it kiebitz, The French 
say that it can count “eighteen” (eight 
een in French is dixhuit, which is pro- 
nounced deezeweet). The peewit is 
Mound ip every country in Europe and 
Asia. In Great Britain it was once 
very common, being chiefly found in 
marsbes, moors and meadows, but its 
numbers are gradually decreasing be- 
cause its eggs are collected and sold 
as “plovers’ eggs,” for whicb there ts 
a large demand during the proper sea- 
son.—Smallhoider,

' ‘Mrs. Bila Wheeler Wilcox, who re- 
cently returned from a trip through 
parts of India and Europe, expresses 
some interesting views of foreign’ 
women. ; 

“The Dnglish girl as I have met and 
studied her,” said Mrs. Wilcox, “is a 
delightful being. To me her great 
charm lies in her modesty and fresh- 
ness and the wonderful chiidiike qual- 
ity of her outlook upon life, a quality’ 
distinctly Jacking in the typical Amer- 
ican girl. 1 think it is accounted for 
by the greater intimacy of family life 
in England. 

“In their earliest years American 
girls are more with their parents and 
are not sent away from home #0 soon 
as in England, but later there seems 
to be far more friendship between the 
‘parents and children in England than 
in America. The American girl as- 
serts her independence very early and 
becomes' more aggressive in conse- 
quence. She is, 1 admit, better poised 
than the English girl and is more en- 
tertaining, but unless she has bad wise 
guidance she often develops some very, 
unpleasant qualities.” 

Mrs.. Wilcox is a student of oriental’ 
philosophies, literature and history, 
and her observations on India, which 
she visited on ber travels, are valua- 
ble.
